21 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

19 (2 AT THE END OF A TERM, THE APPOINTED MEMBER CONTINUESTO

20 SERVE UNTIL A SUCCESSOR IS APPOINTED AND QUALIFIES.

21 (3) A MEMBER WHO ISAPPOINTED AFTER A TERM HAS BEGUN SERVES
22 ONLY FOR THE REST OF THE TERM AND UNTIL A SUCCESSOR IS APPOINTED AND
23 QUALIFIES.

24 (D) THE MINORITY BUSINESS PARTICIPATION ADVISORY COMMITTEE SHALL
25 ANNUALLY ELECT A CHAIRMAN FROM AMONG THE MEMBERS OF THE ADVISORY
